Up till the present, Karl Marx*s Das fepltal has' been a weapon In 
the hands of the Russians by which they succeded to dominate In a" com- 
paratively few years half of the worlds population not only, but we have 
not even succeded to get rid of the communists In our own country and 
which we can easely reach even In our prisons, For the simple reason 
that we have no adequate means to make onee and for all an end to the 
Marxist theories. 


Marx used a simple formula which I named the llnen^coat one, As'- you 
will see, the basic formula I used to show that he was wrong ls~ even 
more simple as It Is in the form that 2 apples * 2 apples - 4 apples.

As ■a'’ consequence of the cost formula and also of the products 
formula any product has only ONE value : its cost of production. 

Conventional capitalistic and communistic economical science, 
nevermind how they try to explain their so-called differences agree on 
the main point, namely they call the value of a product itS'" sales price." 
And of which there are 13 in one dozen. 

It is one of the reasons that we have never been capable with all 
our scientific management to get an at least as stable as possible 
econonQT.It was always ruled by the so-called laws of supply and demand 
which are no laws at all but just consequences of human ignorance and 
what is worse , stupidity.

Workers of the Worltf *' unite,” was:’ his slogan, Little he could fore- 
see- soro thing os the combination AFoL— CIO.And the uses: and misuses Labor 
made with its newfound Power. 

Even 100 years back in all the European countries many people were 
found who could not read and write. 

Science made invention on Invention because with the better educa- 
tion of the masses and Edison became a possibility. 

The difference between an educated and a' non-educated man is that 
the educated man needs more of what we call the luxeries of life. Science 
was-capable of delivering that, The Churches acted still as a kind of 
balance, because there are only a few people in this world who can really 
come to the conclusion that man is superior , even on this planet, 

Marx has played an enormous role but his theories have become gra- 
dually a danger for the evolution of the human standard of living. 

Our explanation of space and time do not coincide with these of 
Einstein* s Ideas and Opinions ( see his latest book ) but which does- 
not mean that his relativity calculations are wrong.
